It hns hitherto been the policy 
of tke English Government to maintain 
Upper Burma ns a nontral Statobetween 
their own possessions aud Chinn, and 
this, no doubt, bad great influence over 
the mind of the late Viceroy, For a 
it or more it has been rumoured that 
baw had entered into political en- 
gagemonts with M. Hans, French Con- 
sul at Mandalay. ‘These rumours wero 
often denied in Indin, but wore always 
renewed. Quite lately a copy of a treaty 
between Theebaw and tho Republic was 
obtained by Mr, Bernard, Chief Com- 
missioner at Rangoon, who telegraphed 
ita contents to the Foreign Office, and, as 
our readers are aware, the renlt was the 
repudiation of the treaty by M. Frey- 
cinet, ion of au altima.

As a general rule,” enid Benjamin 
Franklin, “ mankind, since the improve- 
ment of cookery, eat about twice as 
much as nature requires.” OF the 
trath of this there cau, we think, be no 
question, We make bold to say that 
if a man observed three simple rules— 
nover toeat without being renlly hungry, 
never to eat a morsel after his appetite 
has been satisfied, aud to confine him- 
elf entirely to the plainest procarable 
iet—he would at the end of a year be 
a healthier, wealthier, aud altogether 
happier man than he found himself at 
the outset, There are a few wise ont 
who do adhere to these salutary prin- 
ciples, and reap the benefit in both 
mind and bods. But there are a very 
large majority who do not, aud itis these 
people who, aulike that truly great 
and good man Harpagon, act upon the 
motto qu'il faut vivre pour manger et 
non pas manger pour vivre. ‘The 
faction of a natural appetite has been 
elaborated iuto something like a fiue 
art, and the result bas been by no 
means favourable to either the mora 

or the digestions of the connoissenrs. 
Not that the application of true art, 
directed towards legitimate ends, 
such a matter us eating aud drinking 
is necessarily a bad thing. As long as 
ite object is to extract the maximam of 
nourishment from food, combined with 
tho minimum of expouse aud of demands 
upon the digestive organs, art in cook. 
ory is to be commended. But when it

Dir, Bandmaun visited Shanghai in 1882, 
and, if crowded houses are a criterion of 
success, had no reason to be dissatitied 
with his reception. Yet he has put ou 
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record impressions of this settlement so 
inaccurate and misleading that we can only 
suppose ho passed his ine in his green- 
room when not dining with his fellow- 
countrymen. Que of the quotations with

Certainly ; that is 80. ‘Mr. Bandmann is a 
German, and loves to speak of his “dear 
Fatherland.” He has, however, lived much 
in other countries, aud appears to have lost 
some of his primitive virtues. Unless he 
has absolutely uo power of observation, 
which seen incredible in a man of hie 
varied experiences, he must know that to 
write, speaking of Shanghai, ‘It ia no 
exaggeration to say that the Germans are 
the life and soul of this many-sided com- 
ty, foremost in every public work, 
ring of all corporate action,” 

papor a very gross exa 
indeed Wo have a grext admiration for 
our fellow-settlers of the Club Concordia ; 
m them for their thrift, mercantile 
outerprise, and other sterling qualities; but 
tho proudest German resident will hardly 
contest that the British Settlement here is 
British in more than name, and that, glad as 
we are to have Germans for friends and 
neighbours, we could run the Settlement 
‘on our own account without losing our right 
to pose as a model for other Settloments to 
follow. Mr, Bandmann may be pardoned 
for having @ prejudice in favour of his 
countrymen, but we cannot allow that 
though “kind, enthusiastic and ready to 
give support to any effurt of culture or 
art,” they ‘* preponderate socially and in- 
tellectually.”
